For a three -month ncrio-J in 194'3 and later in July 1944, 
RAUS served with the Estonian Aerial Observation Group, an 
element of the Estonian Air Fofce , In December 1944, as 
defense ago] ns r . approaching attack by the Red Army, RAIIS ’ 
unit was incorporated into the iGerman Army and its members 
v;ere provided with weapons. He was ultimately transferred' 
to the German Sth Armored Division and he participated with 
this unit in eJefensivo front line combat against the 
■ftdv.ancing Sc\viet forces. In March 1945 RAU^^ was wounded in 
both by Soviet piachino gun fire. He was evneuated to 

Germany and was confined to a hospital in Sonnonhery when 
the United States Army occupied ;tnc area in April 1945,
